The  other  days  as  we  wandered 
aimlessly  in  the  direction  of  Nor- 
ton Hall,  we  were  overtaken  bv 
Professor  Moser,  who  was  walking 
with  a  meaningful  stride  and  ap- 
peared to  have  something-  very  de- 
finite in  mind.  He  had  an  old  por- 
trait of  Lincoln  in  one  hand  and 
his  usual  satchel  in  the  other.  We 
hastened  our  step  in  order  to  keep 
pace  with  him  and  started  a  con- 
versation. 

As  luck  would  have  it  he  invited 
us  to  visit  his  studio  which  is  situ- 
ated on  the  third  floor  in  Norton. 
Here  we  discovered  a  treasure  for 
the  best  art  critic.  The  walls  were 
lined  with  a  great  number  of  both 
finished  and  unfinished  paintings, 
paints,  brushes  and  canvas,  etc. 

Professor  Moser  seemed  to  have 
found  a  treasure  in  the  old  por- 
trait of  Lincoln  as  he  proceeded 
to  make  the  necessary  prepara- 
tions for  its  reproduction  he  care- 
fully removed  it  from  the  old 
cracked  frame  said  admiringly, 
!  "It's  undoubtedly  the  best  picture 
of   Lincoln    I've   ever  seen." 

We  talked  while  he  worked.  Not 
'only   is  he, a  genius   with  a  paint 


brush  but  a  very  interesting  con- 
versationalist. He  said  he  could 
work  in  any  medium  but  most  of 
his  pictures  were  oil  paintings. 
The  majority  of  these  portraits, 
was  landscapes,  and  figure' studies. 
His  work  is  composed  almost  whol- 
ly of  local  scenes. 

Since  Professor  Foss  Smith  has 
established  his  new"  office  in  Av 
ery,  Mr.  Moser  has  almost  turned 
it  into  an  art  museum — with 
Professor  Smith's  approval  of 
course.  He  hai  on  exhibit  a  num- 
ber of  paintings  which  have  not 
been  exhibited  on  the  campus  be- 
fore. Better  go  get  a  look  at  the 
landscapes  made  in   the  Smokies. 

At  various  times  Mr.  Moser  at- 
tended such  art  schools  as  the 
Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts  in  Philadelphia,  the  Art  In- 
stitute at  Chicago,  and  Grand 
Central  Art  School  in  New  York. 
His  work  at  these  schools  followed 
his  graduation  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  where  he 
took  two  academic  degrees.  While 
in  the  University  he  was  mainly 
interested  in  the  regular  curricu- 
lum, especially  in  creative  writing, 
literature,   and    public   speaking. 

Professor  Moser  has  exhibited 
art  pieces  from  Asheville,  N.  C,  to 
New  York  City,  and  has  received 
Ifavorable  criticism  from  some  of 
the  best  known  art  clitics. 

He  paints  more  for  pleasure 
than  profit  although  he  is  distin- 
guished by  being  one  of  the 
"Who's   Who   in   American   Art," 

In  response  to  a  question  by 
your  reporter  as  to  why  he  en- 
joyed his  art  work  so  much  he  re- 
plied, "I  have  the  utmost  pleasure 
and  satisfaction  in  creating  some- 
thing cultural." 
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
